Bond Issue - Hottest Question 


Probably the hottest question in Cu- 
camonga these days is whether or not 
the whopping $950,000 bond issue will 


pass. 


lf this bond issue passes, it will ac- 
complish two things: get sewers even- 
tually to everyone over the years, obvi- 
ously, and also help solidify bound- 
aries for future incorporation as a city. 


This latter aspect has been discussed 
only obliquely. Ontario did get into the 
act by suggesting that it would be 
cheaper and better for some of the 
southwestern residents to annex to On- 
tario. This has caused a great unrest, 
and t defeat the bond issue be- 
cause of the questions it tends to raise. 


* ° a 


Upland —- city, chamber, ad fin. — 
has said nothing to influence the elec- 
tion. No one in Upland has dared even 
mention some pertinent points — that 
the immediate area across Grove is 
tied in geographically, socially, and 
economically with Upland — and that 
a big fat and practically half-empty 
sewer line goes down Grove Ave. 


The sewer line was put in to serve 
BOTH sides of Grove. If residents of 
Cucamonga now set up duplicate facili- 
ties for “their half then Upland’s con- 
struction and planning will prove to be 
off-base by a country-mile.

The Los Angeles Times said on Sat- 
urday — “The Legislature in passing 
the Brown Act declared its intent was to 
require that all ‘deliberations’ of legis- 
lative bodies as well as their ‘actions’ 
be conducted openly. Obviously, if the 
public is excluded from the discussions 
and considerations that precede the 
final vote, the basic concept of the law 
is compromised.” 


The Brown Act is for the people, not 
the press. It is to protect and give the 
people by law and by the “spirit” of 
the law their natural right to know how 
their funds are spent and handled. 


Should the High School District adopt 
such a policy of secrecy in the unifica- 
tion studies, we believe it would be 
disastrous and a great mistake.
